In claim 4, lines 14 and 15, "fluid" is positively recited for a second time. This 
renders the claims confusing as it raises issues of double inclusion. 

In claim 6, line 2, "fluid" is positively recited for a second time. This renders the 
claims confusing as it raises issues of double inclusion. 

In claim 24, line 10, "fluid" is positively recited for a second time. This renders the 
claims confusing as it raises issues of double inclusion. 

Claim 24 recites the limitation "the fluid supply" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Appropriate correction is required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat.
